ſho1ttume ater they did, which if we had nor 
by the intreaty of thePrinces{aued the houſe 
but ar our firſt comming 2 batteredit(as atlaſt

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we did)we had ſaucd the liues of fue hundred 


men at leaſt ;al this whilezthe towne wesnort 
beſieged round, butthat the enemic might 
come out of the towne and walke, as manie 
did,and inthe night came our, and tooke a- 
way many of our wagen mens horſes & ca- 
riedthem into the town : a boutthis time, 
the new French were come and quartered 
on the other {1de of the town, which befo rc 
was not beſieged, 
Auguſt VII. 

The Engliſh &the French drew neerethe 
towne Within a hundred foote ; where from 
that day forward,our men of al hands, both 
Engliſh French and Duch, laboured veric 
hard day and night, to make batteries to 
plant fortie peeces of ordinance :my Lord 
Generall tor his part, being the weakeſt in 
number of men, and yetthe formoltin ati- 
on ; had inhis workes three batteries cloſe 
vnder the wall : the fr/tbatterie with/zx pee- 
ces, to diſmount the ordinance which lay in 
thecaſemerof the caltle, which would have 
hindered the proceeding of his galeties : 
the ſecond with foure peeces, to ſcoure the 

B 2 waltes 
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wales of thecaſtle and towne, and to batter 
when time ſhould ſerue: the third with jorrre 
pecces more, to defend his galeties, and 
batter the wells within, after the min-s had 
beene blowne vp : the French had foure bat- 
reries alſo; the firſt with /zx peeces, ro ſcoure 
the caſement, and diſmount the ordinance 
which Iay there, which muſt bee done, be- 
forethcir galeriescould paſſethe mote: the 


fecond with foure peeces, which lay againit 


thecurtaine : the third and fourth with two 
pceces apeece, tobatter and defend their 
galeries: then had the Exellencie three batte- 
ries forhis bulwarke, cloſe by ours ; the f:rſt 
with /zxpceces,to beatdowne the caſement 
ofthe caſtle, which lay and offended him for 
palling his galertes; the ſecond with foureto 
beate the Cat which was within the bul- 
warke, and diſmount the peeces which lay 
i1 her; as alſothey were ready to batter, as 
af:er they did ; andthe third with zwo peeces, 
to defend his oaleries, as alſo to batter ; ſo 
that fromthe /euenthof eAnguſt tothe ergh- 
zecuth, we continued ſtill working as hefore 
Gaidecaaed nothing all this while done worth 


the 
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the ſpeaking; onelic the enemie allied once 
vpon the Engliſh, ro the nuniber of Srxree, 
bur were ſore beaten, & many kild,ard af:er 
thatlay verie (till for comming ou tht {hot 
verie faſt, both daie and night ; the ene- 
mie perceiving our batteries fo neere, caſt 
out wild fire, and ſette our batteries on fire 
with much danger; but my Lord Generall be- 
ing preſent,with much valor, andliberality, 
that he beſtowed onthe ſouldiers, quench- 
ed the fire withearth, fo that very little hurt 


was done. 
Auguſt XVIII, 


Itwas decreed by his Excellencie, my Lord 
Generall and the Frexch, that there ſhould be 
Nine galeties paſſeouer themote to the ca- 
ſtle wall, that they might mine the wall, to 
blow itvp ; and with our ordinance make a 


breach, for our men to enter. 
Auguſt X IX. 


They begantheir galeries, my Lord Ge- 
nerall with two z the Freach beingin number 
rwelue thouſand, had fourezrhe Excellencie three, 
and before they could paſle to the mote, 


(being vader ground ) was three or foure 
B 3 daies, 
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daies; becauſe the hithec ſ1deof rhe mote, 
was walled aboutwith a wall of bricke,ve- 
rie thicke : thus being downe, and all our 
Ordinance planted, and our ſmall ilrotre 
hauing Parapits toplay, the Ordinance, c- 
terie battery for his caſement, did ſo ſhoot, 
thatpreſentlicin oneday, they diſmounted 
al thepeeces that were inthe caſements,and 
our ſmall ſhotplaying (o faſt, as nota man 
of the enemies durſt ſhoot oneſhotin a whol 
day. We beganto go on with two galleries, 
the Engliſh Oze and the French an other;and 
fhlledthemote with riſe and earth, ſo broad, 
as three men mightgoafrontrill wee came 
to the caſtle wall; where our Englith mined 
out the f:7{t lone, and ſent itto my Lora, 
and my Lordto his Excellence; and that night 
they mined ſome Ponre foote into the wall,the 
Engliſhinoze mine, and theFrenchin an 0: 
ther, foras yet nomore were paſt;thus they 
paſt tillthe Twenrre foure of Auguſt till night, 
, Auguſt XXIV. 

In the night, che enemie rhinkingto burne- 
our galcries. let downe a bore our of her 
caſement full ofwildfire, in which was a 

man 
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man who brought the boattothe galcrie, 
and ſ{:tthe wilofire on fire, andthruſt him 
tro our galeries and fired the Engliſh , bur 
the man lept intothe water and ſwam till 
hee came to the caſement, where hee gotin 
forall our muſkers, which plaied exceeding 
Iv vpon him Our galeries being thus a fire 

was quicklic by our men quenched, ſothat 


itdid vsno hurt at all, 
Auguſt XXYV, 


Our minecame verieneere amine of the 
enemies, whichthe encmie perceiuing, clo- 
ſed vp his, which was ſome 7wo foor lower 
thenours, and gauefirero his which forced 
ours, and killed and hurtſome men of ours; 
yet weleft not, bur proceeded onflill, 

Auguſt XXVI. 

The French metwith an other of the cne- 
mies, and fearing Jeſt the en?mieſhould do 
asthey had doneLefore; he puta certaine 
quantitie of pouderintheirs, and made him 
faſt ; ſoputting hreto the traine, forced the 
encmies and hurt many ol their men, ſo as 
[euen of them werenot fince ſeene, 

Auguſt XX VIII. 
Manie more of ourgaleries pafled out, 
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butthe enemy hauing ſtill a ſpite atthe Eng- 
liſh mine, becauſe it was direalie againſt 
the point of the ſtrong bulwarke ; in the 
night filled a great baſket with wild fire, and 
wich a great chaine ler it ouer the wall, di- 
realie ouer our galerie, and ſo letit fall; 
but wee being preſent, and ſecing it before it 
came, preuented it, and threw itinto the wa- 
ter; and by forcepulled che chaine fromthe 
enemie in deſpite, which was ſome Eight or 
Nwmetadome long. 
Auguſt XXIX. 

Our ordinance, which theenemie in the 
beginning of ourſiege, aſked if they were 
not at pawne, inthe end found it not ſo; for 
they began all toplay that day ſomething 
hot and ſtour. 

Auguſt XXX. 

Ourbatteries were all turned to the head 
of the bulwarke, where they battered al that 
day tillnight ; making ſuch a breach, as a 
man might paſle yeryeafily. Thisnight they 
came toa patley, fearing, asthey ſaid, wee 
would haueentred, and they not of ftrength 
ſuſhcient, as afterwardes thev reported, to 


detend 
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defend our aſſaults : our mines were at an 
end and our batteries at peace. 
Auguſt XXXI1. 


They parled fortheir conditions. 
September I. 


The F-7(t of September they were ſealed. 
September Il. 

"They deliuered both towne and caſtle, 
and they themſelues marched our, withthe 
Gouernour ofthe caſtle (whoſename was 
Suſſmburgh) to the number of One Hundred 
and rWenrre, and Erghtie menbeſides, hurt : 
where we found the caſtle and the houſe, ve- 
ry ſore beaten; very few pieces of worth,the 
beſt diſmounted ; victuals bur ſcantic, the 
towne veric poore, the berter ſorr all fled, 
the great bulwarketheycut inthe middeſt, 


and paliſaded it round about a mine, they 


had, of agreat depth vnder the bulwarke 
they loſt and hutt, ſome five Hundred men, 
and moſt with the brick of their owne 
wall, which our Cannon beat 
E in among them,
